The 
family moved to G ettysburg when she 
was only thr**e years old and she had 
resided in and near

since. She was married on Septem ber 
20, 1860 to John Henry McDonnell. 
He died Jan u ary 22, 1802. 
Mrs. McDonnell was one of six sis­ 
ters all of whom were school teach­ 
ers. 
Only one of the six is now' liv­ 
ing, Mrs. Virginia Smith, of Balti­ 
more, wha has been an invalid for a 
number of years. 
Mrs. McDonnell had eight children, 
five of whom survive her, Mrs. Mau- 
lic t Munshour, near town; Jam es W.

“The great International strike has 
come to an end In Brunswick, and the 
Jahor movement Is richer by a very 
grievous experience. 
The strike was 
brought out by a few agitators, ami 
had been in preparation for u long 
time. 
Conscription Methods Used. 
‘‘Tile authorities In Brunswick in­ 
deed knew’ more about the threatened 
strike than the leaders of the local 
trade unions, who were unable to take 
counter measures to protect the work­ 
ing people. 
“The most unscrupulous methods 
were used to persuade the workers to 
take part in ttie strike. 
Humors were 
put out to the effect that the strike 
was for the purpose of putting an end 
to the control of food exercised by the 
authorities, also that It was to exert 
pressure on the employers to grant de­ 
mands which had been put forward 
by th** Metal Workers’ union. 
It was 
also declared that not only In Ger­ 
many, but throughout the world, in 
london, Paris and Petrograd* work 
was to come to a standstill In order to 
bring about fveace. 
“The number of persons out on 
strike In Brunswick the first day was 
5,000, which was Increased lite next 
two days by female workers from the 
Jara and spinning factories. 
“On the breaking out of the strike 
th** minister of the Interior summoned 
the heads of th** workman’s commit­ 
tees. 
They presented a series of de­ 
mands. including fair d is te n tio n of 
food. the eight-hour day, grant of right 
of free assembly. Introduction of equal 
direct voting, m ace without annexa­ 
tions or indemnities, permission to es­ 
tablish a labor journal and nonpuniali­ 
ment of participants in#tbg strike. 
“The minister would not discuss the 
demands. 
He stated that work must 
be resumed the next morning (F riday) 
or the m atter would be referred to Die 
military command. He added that the 
working people would suffer heavily if, 
against wiser counsels, they persisted 
In the strike. 
The strikers voted to 
continue the strike. 
“A few hours after this fateful deep 
aion had been taken the orders of the 
military authorities were pasted up In 
the streets. These required that work 
should be resumed on Friday morning, 
in default of which strict conditions of 
martial law would be introduced. 
Special M ilitary Court. 
“The instigators of the strike were 
the first to return to work, whit** the 
mass of tile strikers gathered at their 
meeting place, w here, however, the au­ 
thorities would allow no assembly to 
take place. 
“Meanwhile u special military court 
bas been set up. working day and night. 
The arrests and trials numbered more 
thun a hundred and terms of impris­ 
onment up to ten months 
were Im- 
posed.

Paris.—'Though things Russian are 
rather In disfavor just now, a short 
account of the life led by the Roma­ 
noffs, the former imperial family, may 
prove cf Interest. 
Tobolsk has l>eori called the “City of 
Death,” Its tem perature rarely rising 
above the freezing point. 
Most of Its 
houses are built of wood, the one 
where the imperial family lives being 
one of th** few brick buildings in that 
part of the country. 
Its ground floor 
is occupied hy a company of soldiers 
Installed there as a guard. 
The two 
upper floors, consisting of 14 rooms 
most simply furnished, constitute tho 
apartm ents of “Colonel Romanoff,” 
There is neither running water nor 
gas, neither electricity nor bathroom. 
The servants are obliged to draw from 
a nearby well the vvat-'r needed for 
household purposes. 
T he moms are 
heated by brick ovens w I* •h burn 
wood. 
The largest room Is not more 
than IC feet by IO feet. 
T he windows of the house look out 
on an unattractive landscape. 
There 
is not even a garden where the ex- 
cr.ar might dig and forget his liore- 
dora. 
A narrow* balcony arni a court­ 
yard Inclosed by high brick walls fur- 
ni-li the only breathing spots for the 
Imperial prisoners. 
Live Life .of Recluses. 
Nicholas Romanoff and his wife tire 
practically condemned to the !iv**s of 
recluse* Th* lr 8§lc outing consists In 
attending mass tit the A?h**dral of th** 
Annunciation or ut a neighboring mon­ 
astery or going to the public baths, 
where as a special favor the revolu­ 
tionary authorities perm it them 
to 
bathe once a week. W henever th**y go 
out they ar** escorted by a platoon of 
soldiers commanded by four officers of 
th** gunr*f. 
T he f ii re Imposed upon the prisoners 
is of th** most frugal nature. Once ac­ 
customed to tin* delicate refinements 
9? French cooking, they ar*? forced to 
be 
content 
with 
ordinary 
Russian 
dishes: pllng. a sort of roll covered 
with caviar: bortsch, a thick soup 
macle of beets and other vegetable*; 
kuhicbn. a cheese paste. 
The people of Toliohkk show neither 
hostility nor sym pathy toward the ex­ 
iled fatuity. Life In the small town Im 
consist* Btl.v monotonous. 
Th** exist- 
c*n**e of the form er emperor drags 
along In drab sadness. 
Now and then 
lie Is authorized to receive the visit of 
two faithful high functionaries whom 
the revolutionary government perm it­ 
ted to accompany him In his exile— 
Count Frederlks and General Voyekov. 
To ti**m ho confides his regrets, his, 
memories line! his hopes. 
Nicholas Romanoff sal*! recently to 
General Voyekov in an accent of pro-! 
found resignation: 
“ Has my life not always been that 
of a prisoner? I do not regret my lost) 
power. 
All I ask is to hi* allowed to 
, retire to Crimes, where I could live 
surrounded bv flowers. 
I feel more 
than ever that I would be peaceful and 
happy as a simple citizen of u repub- 
1 I le ” 
nix resignation in r.o wise Is shared 
bv the former Czarina Alexandra. Ev­ 
erything in her new mode of life 
wounds, shocks and irritates her. 
Nowadays Alexandra cleveites herself 
to hc*r children, whom she tenches not 
to resign themselves but to rem en titer. 
What makes her most Indignant is that 
she Is allowed neither to write nor re­ 
ceive letters that are not opened by 
the revolutionary officers. 
She con­ 
stantly repeats to her daughters: 
“Never forget w hat we are forced 
to bear at the present moment.” 
Her only confidante Is ( onntoss Na- 
rlschklne, who w as her lady In waiting 
and who was allowed to follow* her to 
Tobolsk. 
Alexis Closely Guarded.
